Should we as Missionary Baptists, in this age of culture 
and Christian enlightenment, refuse to give of our means to send the 
gospel of eternal life to the dying millions across the seas? 

Alas, it is our duty as Southern Baptists to lay hold of this stupendous 


task, as we believe there has never been such an opportunity for mission 
work as is presented to God's people today, for the field is already white 
unto harvest, 


Our present fields are Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, Italy, Africa, Japan 
and China, 

China alone, containing one-fourth of the inhabitants of the world, has 
thrown open her doors to the gospel. The Chinese are especially favorable 
to the Americans, This gives our missionaries a Special opportunity and 
puts upon us a great responsibility, and only 141 f our missionaries in 
that land of opportunity! . 

Brazil, with her twenty millions of people, is one of the ripest harvest 
fields in the world, where forty-six of our missionarics have aceom plished 
great things for the Lord, there having been over 2.000 baptisms, 

Mexico, with thirteen millions of people, though disturbed by war, we 
believe, will soon open up a wonderful opportunity for the gospel of our 
blessed Lord. 

In Italy, the fountain-head of Remanism, our six missionaries are reor- 
Banizing the work, and preparing for a more aggressive movement.

beyond the reach of the gospel. 
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All over our country are young men and women bei reared in 
ignorance of God’s word and out of the reach of any chureh or Sunday 
school. Multitudes of them are drifting into the cities to be lost in the 
great rush and whirl of commercial and social life with no anchor of salva- 
tion and no lighthouse of knowledge or truth. To other thousands of 
them the cities are coming out with gaudy attire and enticing salutation to 
sweep virtue and the hope of life into the maelstrom of vice and the 
whirlpool of death, both physical and spiritual. ; 


In our mountain regions are stalwart bodies carrying warm. hearts and 


massive brains and ready to be seized by the roaring lions of the abyas 
and dragged from the mountains of hope to the deptis of despair, 


Each individual in. these vast throngs has an immortal soul to be saved 
by the gospel of Christ. Each one ‘is capable of being devéloped into a 
character of greater or less beauty and strength and usefulness; and the 
whole is capable of being molded into a strong, vital, intelligent and 
glorious citizenship.

Article 1. This Association shall be called the Coldwater Baptist Asso- 
ciation, which shall meet annually.

Art. 6. The Association shall Mave a Moderator and Clerk, who shall 
be chosen by ballot at each annual meeting so soon as letters from the 
churches are read and the delegates’ names enrolled.

CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 






COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 












Article 1. This Association shall be called the Coldwater Baptist Asso- 
ciation, which shall meet annually. 


Art. 2, The messengers representing the different churches shall, at the 
opening of the Association, present their letters of correspondence, which 
must stfte their appointment as delegates, together with the number of 
members in fellowship, the number baptized, received by letter, dismissed, 
excluded, restored and died during the year. 


Art. 3. Every church belonging to this body shall be entitled to three 
representatives, until their number exceeds fifty members, and for every 


additional fifty, one more. 


Art. 4. Churches of this Union failing to represent themselves at one 
Association will be expected to state the reasons of that failure at\ the 
next; and if any chureh fails for three successive meetings the Association 
may consider it dropped from its number; or shall have power to send a 
committee to inquire into the state of such chureh, as the Association 
may deem most advisable. 

Art. 5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by signifying 
their desire to do so, by messengers and letter, provided they be deemed 
orderly and orthodox, and are willing to walk in fellowship with us. 

Art. 6. The Association shail have a Moderator and Clerk, who shall 
be chosen by ballot at each annual meeting so soon as letters from the 
churches are read and ‘the delegates’ names enrolled. 

Art. 7. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules that shall 
at any time infringe upon the independence and right of the churches ; 
it shall, however, be at liberty to advise churches belonging to its body, 
or may separate from such churches as are known to walk disorderly. 

\rt. 8. This Association shall have a fund for its expenses, and the 
churches may be at liberty to send up such funds as they may think 
proper, either for foreign or domestic missions, for the Bible or any 
benevolent institution; and the Association shall appoint some one or 
more to take charge of same and forward them as they may be designated 
and report to the next Association. 

Art. 9, Any church of this Union having a difficulty that she cannot 
settle, may call for help from other churches, or may present the case to 
this body for advice. Such cases must be presented in the letter of 
,Orrespondence, stating why it has not or could not be settled or decided 
by the church.

Art. 10. Any church of this Union having members supposed to 
ministerial gifts, it ig considered advisable for them to call in such minis. 
terial aid as shall be deemed most competent to examine, in connection with 
the ehurch, such member or members, and if thought worthy, to authorize 


such person or persons to preach the Gospel by the consent and authority 
of the church, 


Art. 11, This Association may correspond by letter and delegates with 
the Baptist State Convention of this State, and such other Associations 
as she may deem most conducive to the interest of Zion. 


Art. 12. The minutes of this Association shall be read, corrected and 
signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the Session rises, and no Asso- 
ciation shall adjourn, except in extraordinary cases, until it shall have 
finished all.of its business. 

Art. 13. This Association shall not receive from individuals or churches 
for discussion any query which shall have a tendency to disturb the 
harmony of the budy, but may give instructions to churches in all cases 
of difficulty as she may think prudent. 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any regular 
meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members present 


RULES OF ORDER. 


1. At every meeting, business shall be opened and closed with prayer, 


2. Committegs shal] be appointed by the Moderator, unless otherwise 
ordered. 


3. No member of the Association shall absent himself temporarily 
without leave of the Moderator, nor finally without leave of the Associa- 
tion, : 

4. All persons who have been to seats with the Association may speak 
m all subjects regularly introduced, but vote on none, 

5. No person shall speak more than once on the same subject without 
permission of the Ass: ciation, and then only after others who wish have 
spoken : 

6. Motions made and lost shall not be recorded, unless so ordered at 
the time, or a division has been ordered. 

Before the close of business on the second day of the session, the 
roll of messengers shall be called, and the names of those who are not 
Present, or who have not been ex; used, shall be erased. 

S. The minutes Shall be read or correction before each day’s adjourn- 
ment of the Association. . 

9. The Constitution and Rules of Order shall be read at every session 
f the Association, immediately after organization. 

10. On all Points of order not herein provided for, the Association shall 


be guided by the usually recognized rules and principles of parliamentary 
law
